Mother, and plunging us into ew 
Confuſins, by the a#7:ed endeavours 
of thoſe that were for -a popiſh Ar- 
bitrary King, and 'thoſe - that were 
for no King at all, 

But the never to be forgotten 
goodneſs of God;: and the grear Wiſ= 
dom, Invincible Courage, and inflexi- 
ble Reſolution 'of his Majeſty, ha-- 
ving to the great Mortification of the 
Enemies of the King and Kingdom. 
The. intire Satisfattion of the true- 
Friends of both, and the Admiration 
of all Men ; concluded the War with 
France, and brought home an Hon- - 
ourable Peace, it confuted all- their - 
Ominous prediQtions, filenc'd their 
Clamours, ſhamed their [trigaes, and- 
confounded all' the pretended dan- 
gers, rais'd by our Enemies: And-- 
now one would think, we. had no- 
thing to do, but to return our de 
thanks-to God and the King, make 
our Gratitude and Obedience, as-:

was evident among the Romans, 
where the Unlimited Power of the 
People was but an Artifice, to conci- 


| liate deluded Subjects to the Tyranny 


of the Senate. >: 
Bleſſed be God we have a Prince, 
that neither, does, nor intends a9 in- 


fringe our Priviledges, or deprive us | 


of out: Rights; and therefore en- 
' tertains/jio remote Suſpicions of his 
Subjeas, * from whom - he rgſolves 
to deſerve none; and has given us 
all:the Legal Securities a Parliament 
could ask for'our future Peace and 
Happineſs. . Why! then ſhould any 
fort: of: ' Men deal fo - 7/7 with him, 
that has dealt ſo Friendly by us? 
Why ſhould any Men, though but 
in Clubs and Coffee-houſes, ſet up 
a. Power in oppoſition to his-Ma- 
jeſty's, that- has ne're zmployd his 
Power, but to prote and defend 
us. And yet God Wot, we have 
ſuch 1 Members among us, that are 
oftended at his Goodneſs, Surfeit on 
his Favours, and are fo Heartsfick 
of England's Proſperity, that they 
uſe all ways to diſturb it! And 
though the King being a Prince of 
ſuch Incomparable Clemency, that he 
cafily forgets and forgives the 
boldeſt njuries: And to mollifie 
their ſtubborn Tempers, by many 
Indulgent Conceſions, has endea- 
vour'd; to quiet their diſorder'd 
Minds, even to the heights of their 
own Wiſhes; yer nothing. can pre- 
vail., but the more his Majeſty 
hamours them, the more Exorbitant 
they grow, and being Cafe-harden'd 
22ainſt all Obligations of Goodneſs 
and Ingenuity, are ſtill in their ſe- 
veral Cabals crofing his good In- 
tenſions, miſrepreſenting his Actions, 
and upon every Idle Pzque, difco- 
ver their want of Breeding ,, in 
making the former Expreſſions of 
their Gratitude, the ground of their 
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their Savage Rants, take ſhelter in 
char miſmanner'd Sarcaſm, What / 
Did not we make him. King? As if 
the Thanks for _ their Deliverance 
from Tyranny and Oppreſſion , and 
giving what they could not keep, 
endow'd them with a Priviledge of 
ſaying what comes uppermoſt, and 
doing whatſoever they have a mind 


fo, to promote Sed/tzon, in hopes at 


laſt the Fation may grow too hard 
for the Government. 

Now there is ſo little in. this 
Pretence, to ſupport what they. 
would build upon it; that were it 
not to diſabuſe the People, _ whoſe 
Names they uſe againſt their Wz/s, 
and to redeem their Under/tandings 
from being Captivated, to ſuch li. 
7ngenious Interpretations of an Ima- 
ginary Power reſiding in them, 'I 
ſhould never have given the Malice 
of Seditious Men, the pleaſure-of 
taking notice of what they w«rge ſo 
tmpertinently and ſaucily; but for 
the end aboveſaid, I will ingage this 
Monſter of Ingratitude, and_ ſhew, 
though Xing William is the King of 
our Choice, which methinks ſhould 
indear him to us, yet he Governs 
by a Rizht, ſuperior to that of a 
Popular EleRion, unleſs you. will 
Exclude God. Almighty from his 
Prerogative, in diſpoling Crowns 
and Kingdoms. 

*Tis true, King W//iam like all 
other Princes in the fir/? Apes of 
the Worid, came to the Crown 


(withour mentioning his- Right of * ; 
Blood ) upon the ſingle account of 4 


but for any Set of ' Men, to draw. 
from thence a pretence to uſe him 
Scurvily, and Treat. him as . Coxrſly 
as if they were his Equals or Su-- 
 periors, is A&ſurd and Rediculous. 
No Community whoſe Conſent E- 
Kabliſhes a. Monarch over them, can 
have- power Superior or Equal. to 
that which they have conſtituted : 
(provided he does nor as the late 
King and others did, convert his 
Soveraignty into an Arbitrary Power 
of Deſtruction, which in our Caſe, 
is not ſo.much as pretended, by 
the worſt of his Majeſty's Enemies) 
For they have 7ransferr'd the Power 
they had, by [veſting the King 
with the. Sovereignty by a Legal 
Eſftablifhment and Recognition ; and 
after that, 'tis Uhreaſenable and Cone 
tradiffory to Afſert: they have it in 
themſelves; unleſs they will make 
2Jl Solemn Oaths , . and Deliberate 


As, of no Validity, If: he be a 


King he has the Zghe/t Power, and 


all. his., Subjets ,, in- Whatſoever. 


Sphere they move are Ze/ow him, 
whether. Single or Colleted. Tho' 
Englands Conſtitution be. a Mix'd 
Monarchy, ''z a Menarchy:- And. 
though the EF/tates in their proper 
and Diſtint Orbs, are. Sharers in 
the Government, yet this-makes-no. 
equality of. Power with the. King, 
for then the. Government could not 


be a Merarchy, more than an Ariſfto-. 


cracy or. Democracy: And therefore 
Wiſely has the:Conſtitution Temper'd 
this. Aﬀair, to: prevent. Contentzon 
and Parity; in_Inveſting the Mo- 
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h. qualify'd;'as he may' not deftroy 
the Mz:xtare, nor the People with 
fuch a Power as might render the- 
Monarchy Titular and Precarious ;. 
but that their juſt meaſures. of Dz-- 
Rance and. Duty, might preſerve the 
Body Politick in Health, Peace and 
Vigour. Hence it is that the King 
is call'd our Leige, that is our Law--. 
ful Sovereign, and we his Leige, 
that. is, his. Lawf«/ Subjefts, and as. 
ſuch, can haye-no claim above it. 
Buc that which puts. an end to- 
this Sauey 7aunt and its abſurd Corr 
ſequence of Oppoſing the Power of 
the People to the. King's Supremacy, + 
becauſe their Content was. neceſfary- 
to his Royal Inſtallation, is whar- 
St. Paul urges as- the principal Mo- 
tive to + xx ig viz. That the Apex 
Poteſtaty thie power of Governing, 
regularly imploy'd is of D:vize In-- 
ſtitution, -the Ordinance of God, not 
only as permitted by his Providence, 
but as appointed by his W7i7: That:

Efates of the Na- 
tion did confer the Sovereignty on 
King- William, they were bur the 
Inſtruments and . Agents, for . the 
Power and Right of transferring. 
Kingdoms from one King. to ano- 
ther, as from Saul! to David, or. _. 


Wham the Third,” comes from. God, 
who is Fudge in theſe Superior Canſes, 
ant puts down one King and ſets up 
another, and has ſuch an 7-tere/# in 
diſpoſing Power, that none mult pre- 
tend 'to but himſelf. ' And though 
Men may chuſe the Perſon, his 
Power is derived. from God,, more 
peculiarly than from the Giddy Mul- 
titude, for by him Kings Reign, and 
' Prances decree Juſtice. 

And this is more purtzcu/arly King 
Wiliam's Caſe, than we ſhall com- 
monly meet withal in ZZi/fory. For 
though King W//iam delivering the 
Nation from Popery and Slavery , 


the People were 7uff, and gave him

Diſguisd, under the' ſpeci- 
ous : Terms of Good - Offices to 
Publick, that ' are but the Sly Im- 
poſitions. of Cunning Knaves upon 
Credulous Fools, to advance their 
own Party : And for that Reaſon, 
when we ſee IIl Men take up a Fir 
of Kindneſs for their Country, and: 
appear better natur'd than -conſiſts: 
with their Principles and avow'd 
Tatereſts, 'tis time to fuſpeRt a Fraud, 
and weigh their Words with their 
Praftices, before we truſt: them fur- 
ther than conſiſts with our Safety ;

Liberty is the greateſt Glory of 
the People;;. yet if it be not bound-

Real Slavery ; catching them with: 
Words, and decoying them into Nets 
and Snares; and inſtead - of put- 
ting. Men upon conſidering every 
thing in its Proper place, and one 
thing with Relation to another, ac- 
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Importance of the Action, before 
we" proceed: to Cenfure,'it--Indul- 


ges Intemperate Heates and Hear- 
- fays, and by the. very Methods, 
"whereby Men think to 4ſer? their 


Liberties, they are. taught by - Se- 
ditions Men to Deſtroy: them, for 
there is no ſuch thing in the: World 
as Abſolute Freedom. 

Another cauſe, why-:'Men are: not 
pleas'd with the Government they 
live under, but by a continual indea- 
your to Subvert the Sovereign power, 
diſturb it with* Sedition, is a deſire 
of Immunity from puniihment, in 
ſucly perſons whoſe Crimes have ren- 
dred them obnoxious to Laws; for it 
being impoſlible, as long as Men 
are Subjet to Paſſions, but ſuch 
Faults - will be Commztzed, as the 


Sovereign Power thinks fit to pu- 
#iſh ; the Perſons who have Com-. 


mitted thoſe Fautls, will indubitably 
ſeck to avoid the Puniſhment, by 
raiſing a Party able to reſiſt the -So- 
veraign Power. And as Criminals 
ſeek to avoid puniſhment for Crimes 
already Committed, fo thoſe who
